The Bank of England has otd no 


Sod of valuables eomtuitted to its keep- 
iiig. The vaults of its establishment 
hbld smouldering chests deposited 
tkere for safety's sake and apparently 
forgotten by their owners. 


In 1873 one fell to pieces from sheer 


rottenness, disclosing to sight a quan- 
tity of massive plate and bundle of 
yellow papers. The latter proved to be 
a collection of love letters of tbe pe- 
riod of the Restoration, which the di- 
rectors wen enabled to restore to (he 
lipeal descendants of the original 
owner. 


La 1875 a tin box waa fished out of 


the Seine containing more than 500 
letters addressed to divers persons in 
Paris.
